x. For thefirſt, wee agree, that to the end, the 
Scriptures ſhould bee an obie& capable to bee ſcene 
and difcerned, it is requiſite, that they ſhould be en- 
dowed with ſuch remarkable properties and notes, 
as.may diſtinguiſh them from other writings. For 
we take not to taske to teach vnreafonable creatures 
as did Saint Francis, ncither doe we dreame of fana- 
ticall inſpirations , imagining that God reueales 
things vnto.vs oucr and beſides the Word, but wee 
inuite you to looke vpon the markes and charaers 
of che Word,and we ſay as Philip did to Nathaniel, 
1oh.1. Come and ſee. Now theſe properties, notes,

To reſolue therefore the difficultie ; We graunt, 
that where the Propounder is the principall, finall, 
and onely cauſe, for whoſe ſake we belceue a thing, 
there, if the Propounder bec liable to error and de- 
ceit, a firme and vndoubted beliefe of ſuch a thing 
cannot be had. As for example, if oneonely Tra-

themſclues; (as if the Trauailer ſhall bring letters 
of Credence, vnderthe Hand & Seale of the Prince 
confirming his Relation , or if the perſons preſent 
at the death of their friend, ſhall, be{tdes rheir owne 
ceſtimonic, produce a formall will, ſubſcribed by 
the hands of lawfull witneſſes, and ſtrengthened by 
an authentike ſcale) here the poſhbilitic of erring in 
the Propounder, takes not away the certainticof 
the things propounded by him , becauſe, in this 
cafe, the ſame may be ſupplyed by other more ſuſh- 
cient demonſtrations, vpon which, as the principall 
cauſes of our belicfe, wee may finally reſt.

and corrupted? I anſ{wer,thatthereis a double per- 
feRion of the Scriptures, the one of integrallparts, 
whichappertaines to the perfeion of cach booke, 
Chapter, and verſein particular, the other of eſſex. 
tiall parts,which pertaine to theperfcion of ſaving 
knowledge. Ifthe queſtion be of rhe integral puri- 
tic and perfetion, how I know,that there be copics 
of the Scripturesin the world, by iudicious compa- 
ring whereof, light may bee giuen to corre& all ma- 
nifeſt errors and defetts creptinto the Text, whe-

is lyable by often impreſſions ,then rhis prouidence 
of God. Butif thequeſtion be of the cſlentiall pu- 
ritie and perfe&ion of the Scriptures, how one may 
be aſſured, tharſo much as contaynes points nece- 
farie to ſaluation, is preſerued perte&t and entire in 
them; I anſwer, that to reſoluc ones ſelfe herein, he 
hath (beſides rhe generall promiſes of God,and his 
neucr 
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neuer fayling prouidence) an cxperimentall know- 
ledge, allo ſpringing from thar amplitude of com- 

fort and conſolation, which Gods Spirit effe&s by 
_ the Scriptures inthe hearts and conſciences of true 
belccuers. For ſuch is the vnion and coherence of 
points neceſſarie to ſaluation on:with the other,that 
one workes not his proper effe&, where the other is 
nort,at leaſt in ſome reaſonable and conuenient mea- 
ſure knowne and belgcued. 

Now onthe contrarie, I demaund of them, (if we 
cannot bee aſſured of the puritie and perfeRion of 
the Scriptures, vnleſſe the Tradition of the Church 
concerning it, bce infallible) how a man can ener bee 
reſolued tbereof from the Charchof' Rome?

Huſbandman, firſt preſented in the Narration, as 
 ſeminans, ſowing good Seed in his field, beforethe 
Enemie is produced reſeminans , reſowing the ſame 
Acres-with vnprofitable grainc. Secondly, their Ef- 
ficient or Authour, the Deuill, whois peinted out by 
ewo remarkable properties, his malrce, in that he is 
tearmed inimicw, the Enemy ,. and his ſ#b1i/tie>, 
which appeared by thoſe aduantages which he took 
in ſowing. The fir# was rhe epportunitie of the time, 
for he wrought not his miſchiefe in the face of the 
Sunne, whileſt the Seruants of the Huſbandman 
might bearc him witneſle, bur in the dead of night; *F 
not whileſt the Huſbandman himſelfe flept; for he 
which kcepeth 1/rael, neither ſlumbreth nor ſlee- 
peth, but, Cum dormirent homines (faith the Text) 
whileſt men ſlept, that is, whileſt the Paſtors and o- 
uerſcers of the flock, thoſe to whomthe Maſter had 
let out his Vineyard, were fupinc end neglipent in 
their charge. The ſecond, was the nature of the graine 
which hee ſowed, ſympathiling and according with 
the good Sced in the manner and likenefſe of 
growth, thatis, Hereſies bearing the Image and 
Superſcription of Truth: Hee tooke not therefore 
Acornes, or Maſt, or Kernels, or Fruit-ſtones, bur 
Tares; nor fet them with their ſtalke or bulke , bur. 
buried them in the Seed, that. they might appeare 
with a Copic of o!d-age, being nor. clpicd till they 
had taken roote, and then diſplaying themfelues 
gradatim, by little and little. The third, was the 
conuentencie of the place for ſuch a purpole, beeing ; 
free from ſuſpition(among the Wheate) and theloff | 
his bypocriticallcoucring of his aQtion , abjr, bce : 
went 
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wentaway, id eſt latzit (faithan Interpreter) he lay 
hid vnder the faire penthouſe of zeale and ſeeming 
 deuotion. For had either his venome ſpawn'd in 
any other ſoyle then where the Huſbandman had 
beſtowed his Vheate,or had he beene ſpied trauer- 
ſing the ficldin his proper ſhape and complexion, 
the ſeruants of the Houſholder could not haue bin 
ſo ſurprizced with admiration ; fo ſoone as the firſt 
bud had ſaluted the light, they would haue ſaid, be. 
hold T ares, behold the Enemy: now that the field had 
beene manured and cultiuated with Gods Huſban- 
drie, the carth made to trauell with the fruits of his 
Garner , and the Enemies foorings vndiſcerned, 
theſe ſecond ſeedes mult ſpring vp,. thoſe ſproutes 
become to blade, that blade bring forth fruit, cre 
the ſcruants will belecue the 571 or quog, as Logici- 
ans ſpeake,that they are T ares, and yer for the & #1 
or proprer quod, that is, the Authour and Sower of 
them, they are ftill ignorant, they come to the

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Thus having giuen a taſte of ſomeprincipaller- 
rors in Poperic, which ſprang from that part of 
Church diſcipline, which conſifted in the conſcrua- 
tion of the ſoules healch; it followes that ſome- 
thing ſhould bee ſaid of that which belonged ro the 
reſtoring of the ſame in ſuchas had impaired it by 
their falls. This part conſiſted in two principall in- 
gredicnts, Corraſines,and Lenitiues.
